That hardly a single one-room school in Pontotoc county 
has yet secured a teacher for next year and that practically 
every school of more than one room has already secured its , 
teachers is the significant report of the county superintendent. 
That situation means several things, the most suggestive being, 
that when the larger schools have picked over the available j 
supply of teachers and employed the best ones, the little one- 
room schools will have to take what is left. The onlg toacneis 
available for the one-room districts will be those who have 
failed in their past experience or who are just beginning to 
teach. 
Thus a second handicap is thrust on tho weakest schools 
of the county. Besides a crowded condition and a lack of suf­ 
ficient teachers they will have to struggle along with the least! 
experienced or least successful teachers. Most of them have a 
shorter term than the larger schools of the county. W hen the 
unfavorable conditions under which they now struggle is ag­ 
gravated by incapable teachers their future becomes even 
darker than it is today. 
There are three essentials for every school in our county. 
These three are longer terms, adequate equipment and capable 
teachers. No school can possibly give the best results without 
all three of these essentials. And all three can be had w ithout 
.overmuch trouble. 
The consolidated school or the union 
graded school will answer the demands of every district and 
soon m ite the schools of this county equal to any in the 
country.

It is now almost two years since fighting ceased on the 
western front. The cantonments have been dismantled, the 
troops brought back from overseas, the armies have been de­ 
mobilized. Many of the sharpest incidents of the war have 
become half-forgotten memories. But relief legislation for 
needy soldiers is still vin a nebulous condition and is far from 
being enacted into law. Thousands of discharged soldiers, 
who waded through the devil’s waves of battle are suffering 
from unhealed wounds or from lingering illness contracted 
in the nation’s service. The government pledged relief for 
them and that they need relief is patent to the eyes of all. 
Yet the congress of all the people ignored the call of honor 
and stifled the call of mercy. It refused to aid in any way 
the men who had suffered much. That congress was*too 
busy trying to make political capital out of the unavoidable 
mistakes of war to care for those who lay in want at the gates 
of death. The shame of the nations is the record of a recreant 
congress recently adjourned.

least a thousand people are esti­ 
mated to have attended the funeral 
of Pvt. Clifford -G. Ray, held at 
the Greathouse cemetery four miles 
south of Temple Sunday afternoon. 
Full military honors were accorded 
the deceased, and the services were 
in charge of the Temple post of the 
American Legion. 
The cemetery grounds were alive 
with hundreds of spectators from 
Temple, Heidenheimer . and 
other 
near lying towns. 
Private Ray was 
a former Heidenheimer * boy and 
possessed a host of friends and rel­ 
atives in that community.

with the usual impressiveness, de­ 
spite the fact that thfe number of 
Legion men present was very small. 
Enough were on hand to serve as 
pall bearers and members of the 
color guard and firing squad, how­ 
ever, and the' arrangements worked 
jout very nicely.

The casket containing the re­ 
mains, draped in the flag of the 
United States, bad lain in state 
during the night, under military 
guard. _ At 5 o'clock in the after­ 
noon, the hour scheduled for the 
preliminary1 ceremonies here, the 
block on South First street con­ 
taining the, Taylor Undertaking es­ 
tablishment was filled from curb 
to curb with automobiles, while the 
sidewalks were crowded with scores 
on foot. 
After a short while it 
was considered necessary to close 
the area to further traffic and 
other cars were shunted off the 
route. 
The color guard came to “present 
arms'* as the casket was borne 
forth, and the bugle sounded ‘‘To 
the Colors** The hearse was then 
followed by the Legtog ranks on 
foot for a short distance, after 
which the entire assemblage took 
carp for the four mile journey.
